MOSCOW, Feb. 24, (AFP). 
— Communist Party General 
Secretary Leonid Brezhnev, in 
an opening address to the 25th 
Soviet Party Congress, outlined 
today a peace programme bas¬ 
ed on continued pursuit of East- 
West detente, disarmament and 
cooperation between- socialist, 
and capitalist nations. 

Speaking before 5,000 So¬ 
viet delegates mid about 100 re¬ 
presentatives of foreign com¬ 
munist parties at the Kremlin, 
Mr Brezhnev stopped twice to 
rest during delivery of the five- 
hour 15-miniite report. 

The-first segment of the re¬ 
port dealt solely with Soviet 
foreign policy and according to 
Western observers, was mere¬ 
ly a reaffirmation of the pea¬ 
ce programme launched in 
1971 at the 24th Congress. Ob: 
servers, found no surprises or 
deviations from the policy put 


forward repeatedly by Soviet 
leaders in the past five years. 

He accused China of adopt¬ 
ing a policy “openly directed 
against the majority of socia¬ 
list states” and of allying itself 
with “the enemies of detente.” 
He pledged that the Soviet Un¬ 
ion would continue ,l to wage a 
battle of principle and an in¬ 
transigent struggle against 
Maoism.” 

At the same time the Soviet 
Union was prepared to “norma¬ 
lise" relations with China, Mr 
Brezhnev said. A diplomat ob¬ 
served that this was the “policy 
of the carrot and the stick.” 

Vis a vis the United States, 
the General Secretary used the 
same procedure accusing “influ¬ 
ential forces in the U.S.” of op¬ 
posing detente and of attempt¬ 
ing to interfere in* Soviet do¬ 
mestic affairs. “Naturally,” he 


said, “we cannot and do not 
agree to that.” 

Expressing satisfaction at 
cooperation with Western Eu¬ 
rope and particularly with Fr¬ 
ance, Mr Brezhnev however 
criticised the “mass media in 
Western countries” for deve¬ 
loping “an anti-communist and 


the 


anti-Soviet demgagogy in 

style of the cold war.” 

According to the Soviet lea¬ 
der, “our final goal has always 
been and remains general and 
total disarmament.”

Israel Tuesday announced a defence budget for the 
coming year of a whopping 33 billion Israeli pounds ($4.4 bil¬ 
lion), which is about 35 per cent of .the country's gross natio¬ 
nal product, (the total value of its goods and services). 

Ten years ago, the percentage spent on defence in Israel 
was about ten per cent. 

It is noteworthy that the Israeli Finance Minister Mr. 
Rabinowitz, in announcing the budget, paid tribute to the 
United States as "a loyal friend.” That’s putting it mildly. 
Nobody would flinch an eyelid if he were to come out and 
thank the United States for being a nice daddy, in view of 
the fact that, as Mr. Rabinowitz announced, the United States 
will give Israel military aid in 1976-77 worth $1.5 billion. 

These are staggering suras of money for one country to 
allocate to its military, let alone to pass it off under the 
misnomer of “defence.” One thinks back to the Vietnam war 
■days in the United States, when some of the anti-war pro¬ 
testers suggested the Department of Defence change its name 
to the Department of War. Along these same lines, the Israelis 
might think of calling their Defence Ministry the Expansion 
and Annexation Ministry, or something of -the sort. 

What is all this money for, and why is Israel asking the 
United States for long-range missiles capable of carrying nu¬ 
clear warheads ? 

Why is it that a state supposedly seeking peace in the 
Middle East has more than tripled the relative size of its 
military allocations within the span of ten years, a decade 
during which in has also grabbed and tried to annex huge 
tracts of Arab territory many times larger than what the 
original designers of the Israeli state said they were seeking 
in the area in the first place ? 

Many years ago, European and North American Zionists 
were talking in vague terms of a national homeland for the 
Jews in Palestine, some form of sanctuary where they would 
be able to live a life in peace, unbothered and unburdened by 
those whose personal prejudices caused them to shim or des¬ 
pise the Jew. That vague idea of a national home has subse¬ 
quently been -translated into ithe reality of an armed camp that 
has not ceased to expand its borders, expel the Arabs it finds 
under its rule and continually ask the world’s Jews to come 
and settle there. 

&LL. The- original humanitarian concept of a Jewish homeland,- 
always welcomed by the Arabs, has been blasphemied and 
besmirched by the contemporary Israeli state that now seeks 
to maintain its foothold in the Middle East by virtue of an 
arms budget of $4.4 billion and the propping up of a “loyal 
friend" nurturing a formidable pipeline of phantoms, napalm 
and money. This, also, is the reality of the modern state of 
Israel. 

For them to boast of their defence budget and maintain 
their intransigence in making peace with fthe people they up¬ 
rooted — the Palestinians — is nothing less than a sad, large 
black mark on the dictates of a religious ethic otherwise noble 
and compassionate. The Israelis and their loyal friends should 
sit back now and then and -take a look at where they have 
reached and what they have become. If they seek to become 
anything more humane than one large army base with a life¬ 
line across the North Atlantic to some mystical Virginia office 
complex, they would be well advised to do this before another 
ten years go by and their defence budget increases another 
Several hundred per cent.

Israeli government under attack for 
“non-belligerency” proposal 


JERUSALEM, Feb. 24, (AF- 
p). — Foreign Minister Yigal 
Allon denied today here that 
Israeli soundings about a possi¬ 
ble non-belligerency agreement 
with Arab states will contra¬ 
dict efforts for a global Middle 
East settlement. 

He was replying in the Knes¬ 
set (parliament) to right-wing 
opposition spokesman Shmuei 
Tamir who asked what Israel 
would have left to yield in an 
overall agreement if it had al¬ 
ready given up occupied Arab 
territories in exchange for non¬ 
belligerency only. 

The Labour-dominated cabi¬ 
net announced on Sunday it 
had asked the US to hold talks 
with Arab states about a pos¬ 
sible non-belligerency agree¬ 
ment. The announcement has 
brought strong criticism from 
both left and right. 

Mr Tamir accused the gov¬ 
ernment of giving the Ameri¬ 
cans a carte blanche. The U.S. 
had renewed its pressure on Is¬ 
rael on the day—last Sunday— 
when Israeli troop withdrawals 
officially ended under last Sep¬ 
tember’s Sinai disengagement 
agreement with Egypt, he said. 

Among critics of last Sun¬ 
day's announcement here have 
been former-Labour Defence 
Minister Moshe Dayan who op¬ 
posed any withdrawal from the 
occupied West Bank of the 
Jordan river in the context of 
a possible non-belligerency ag- 

U.S. Navy size

WASHINGTON. Feb. 24, (A-

navy has halved in just seven 
years, and many military ex¬ 
perts believe the situation has 
now reached danger point. Ad¬ 
miral James Holloway, chief of 
U.S. Naval Operations says the 
country’s security could now be 
in danger.

Brazilian Indians

RIO DE JANEIRO. Feb. 24, 
(AFP). — An unidentified 
Indian bribe has attacked a 
four-man Brazilian geologi¬ 
cal team along the trans- 
Amazon ian highway, kill¬ 
ing at least two of them, 
it was announced here to¬ 
day. 

A rescue crew sent into 
the remote jungle area by 
helicopter found two bo¬ 
dies, riddled with arrows, 
in a clearing. A third geo¬ 
logist was reported mis¬ 
sing. 

According to a communi¬ 
que from the National 
Foundation of Aid to the 
Indians (FUNAI) the fourth 
man had managed to esca¬ 
pe into the jungle and raise 
the alarm. 

The geologists, employed 
by the Mineral Resources 
Research Company, were 
working between Itaituba 
and Altamira when the in¬ 
cident occurred.
